If in the original terms I had, as I 
certainly meant, included the proclama- 
tions of tbe President, they would have 
covered the slavery question and ali the 
real State questions whieh csused the 
war; aod had not Mr. Lincoln been assas-

WASHINGTON. 


WASH’NGTON, April 19 —In the Sen- 


-ate Mr. Chandler offered & resolution 


that the Prestdent be directed to open 
negotiations with Eagland for a settie- 
ment of all questions on the basis of a 
surrender of all the British N. rch Amer 
ican possessions to the Unitcd States. 
Mr. Chandler read long extracts from 
his former speeches to show that he orig- 
inated the position now assamed by the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, and 
insisted that if his advice had been fol- 
lowed heretofore the Alabama and other 
claims would not now remain unsettled, 
but would have been paid in thirty days.

The gloomy visages of the night before 
were not lightened much yesterday 
mor: iag, wie: on arisi: g they found the 
skies stili overcast with dark and threat- 
eniog clouds.

abroad, and members of the racing fra- 
t-rsity generally, gathered in knots 
early in the day, in the vestibules of the 
hoteis, and on the corners of Jefferson 
and Main, anxious for news from the 
track, and ‘‘ wondering whether it was 
going torain or not.’’

ment was visible as the morning
